While there, two officers came 
com Charleston with an order to seize a 
Ir. Gradded, a free colored man, and one 
'f the most experienced pilots of the port 
if Charleston, who, with his wife and rnoth- 
r, had taken .passage for New York.

was said it was done under the direction of 
he governor, and the excuse made was that 
)e was an old harbor pilot; that he had 
eft hia late employer under short notice ; 
and that it was suspected' he was coming 
lorth for the purpose of 'giving his services 
o guide some northern Ehipiuto the Charles- 
on .wjjters.

I'clock'on Tuesday evening, in a boat be- 
onging to the Marion. . He denied the 
charge 'preferred against him. His wife 
and mother (the latter is Indian-blooded)

Sad Calamity—Home and four Child- 
ren Consumed by Fire. 


Between eleven and twelve o'clock on 


Monday night, the house of Wm. Costigan

He then ran down and 
got out doors, and attempted to get into the 
window, but as he broke open the window 
the flames burst out and drove him back, 
and the poor children were consumed.
